in which term is included any and every his successors 
in office Her Majesty’s Postmaster General for the time 
being) on behalf of Her Majesty of the fourth part. 

Whereas the system of railways at present extending Heritak, 
between the city of Carlisle and the harbour at Stranraer is 
(with other railways) owned as follows that is to say the 
section between Carlisle and Gretna Junction by flic Cale- 
donian Railway Company tlic section between Gretna Junc- 
tion and Castle Douglas by the said Glasgow and South- 
Western Railway Company and the section between Castle 
Douglas and the harbour at Stranraer by the London and 
North-Western Railway Company the Midland Railway 
Company the Caledonian Bailway Company and the Glasgow 
and South-Western Railway Company. 

And whereas the said Glasgow and South-Western 
Railway Company has full legal power and authority to 
enter into the Contract contained in these presents for the 
purpose of carrying the Mails as hcrein-after defined and 
described over the section of the said Caledonian Railway 
Company’s undertaking between Carlisle and Gretna Junction 
aforesaid and the said Portpatrick and Wigtownshire Joint 
Committee have full legal power and authority to hind by 
these presents as regards the railway undertaking between 
Castle Douglas and Stranraer Harbour and also as regards 
the steamship service between Stranraer and Larne the said 
London and North-Western Railway Company the said 
Caledonian Railway Company the said Glasgow and South- 
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Western Railway Company and the said Midland Railway 
Company and they ancl also the said Belfast and Northern 
Counties Railway Company have also power to enter into 
the Covenants and Agreements herein-after contained with 
reference to the steamsliip service. 

And whereas the Postmaster General has with each of 
the said four last-mentioned Railway Companies as well as 
with the said Belfast and Northern Counties Railway Com- 
pany certain Contracts for the conveyance of Mails over 
their respective undertakings and in particular has entered 
into a certain Contract with the said Portpatrick and Wig- 
townshire Joint Committee dated 29th April and 12th May 
1887 under which the said Committee have in consideration 
of the annual subsidy of 2924Z. undertaken to convey the 
Mails as therein mentioned until the 30th day of June* 1891 
and thereafter until the said Contract is determined by six 
montlis’ previous notice in writing by either of the parties 
hereto. 

And whereas the Portpatrick and Wigtownshire Joint 
Committee and the said Belfast and Northern Counties Rail- 
way Company have a line of steam vessels plying between 
Stranraer and Larne in connexion with the respective under- 
takings of the Portpatrick and Wigtownshire Joint Committee 
and the Belfast and Northern Counties Railway Company 
and such steam vessels being owned and worked by Railway 
Companies are therefore subject to and within the pro- 
visions of the Post Office (Parcels) Act 1S82 with respect to 
remuneration for the carriage of Post Office parcels by the 
said steam vessels. 

And whereas an arrangement has been arrived at 
between the parties hereto of the first second and third parts 
on the one hand and the Postmaster General on the other 
hand for the purpose of securing an accelerated conveyance 
of letters and other postal packets being Mails as herein- 
after defined each way between England and Ireland by the 
route between Carlisle and Belfast and Londonderry and 
other places in Ireland via Stranraer and Larne. 

Now this Indenture wjltnesketu that in pursuance of 
the said Agreement and for the considerations herein it is 
hereby agreed and declared between and by the parties 
hereto and the said Glasgow and South-Western Railway 
Company the Portpatrick and Wigtownshire Joint Committee 
and tbc Belfast and Northern Counties Railway Company 
for themselves ancl their assigns respectively (as to the 
Covenants Agreements and stipulations herein-after contained 
on their part) Do hereby covenant and agree with the Post- 
master General and the Postmaster General (as to the 
Covenants and Agreements herein-after contained on his part) 
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Covenants by the 
Companies aud Com- 
mittee 'and the 
Postmaster General 
respectively. 
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Doth hereby covenant and agree with the said Companies 
aod Committee and their assigns respectively in manner 
following that is to say : 

1. The above-recited Contract of the 29th April and 12th Contract of stub 
May 1887 between the Postmaster General and the Port- twto, £12!* M “ y 
patrick and Wigtownshire Joint Committee shall except in so 

far as the hours of running the trains carrying the Mails 
thereunder may he varied by these presents enure and be in 
force (subject, however to the power therein reserved to the 
Postmaster General of determining the same for non-observ- 
ance of the covenants therein contained) until the 31st day 
of August 189C on or after which date it shall be determin- 
able on twelve calendar months’ notice in writing being 
given by the Committee to the Postmaster General or the 
Postmaster General to the Committee to determine these 
presents. 

2. This Contract shall he without prejudice to all or any Contract to be with- 
of the contracts or arrangements at present existing between ^tab c^isftng 
the herein -before recited Railway Companies and the Post- Mail Contract® 
master General for the conveyance of the Mails over their 

respective undertakings save and except so far as such 
Contracts or Arrangements are altered by or are not 
consistent with these presents. 

3. When used in these presents the expression “ Glasgow Definition clause. 
Company” shall mean the said Glasgow and South-Western 

Railway Company the expression “ Committee ” shall mean 
the Portpatrick and Wigtownshire Joint- Committee as 
representing legally and fully all the interests in these 
presents of the said London and North- Western Midland 
Caledonian and Glasgow and South-Western Railway Com- 
panies as regards ihe said railway undertaking between 
Castle Douglas and Stranraer Harbour and also as regards 
tbe steamship service between Stranraer aud Larne and the 
expression “ railway system ” shall mean the said railway 
between Castle Douglas and Stranraer Harbour and the 
expression “ Glasgow system ” shall mean the said sections 
of railways used between Carlisle and Castle Douglas tbe 
expression “ steamship service ” shall mean the service of 
the steam vessels of the Committee and the said Belfast

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COPY OF TREASURY MINUTE DATED 13th FEBRUARY 1893. 


My Lords have before them the Contract of 22nd December last entered 
into by the Postmaster General and the following Railway Companies, 
viz. : — 

The Glasgow and South-Western Railway Company, the Portpatrick and 
Wigtownshire Joint Committee, and the Belfast and Northern Comities 
Railway Company, for the purpose of securing an accelerated conveyance of 
Mails between England and the North of Ireland, by the route between 
(i.) Carlisle, and (ii.) Belfast, Londonderry, and other places, vi& Stranraer 
and Larne. 

Before the commencement of this Contract the Mails reached Belfast, by 
the Holyhead and Kingstown route, at 10.25 a.m. and Londonderry at 
12.15 p.m., and left Londonderry at 1.40 p.m. and Belfast at 3.30 p.m., 
leaving intervals between the arrival and departure of the Mails of 1 hour 
25 minutes, and of 5 hours 5 minutes respectively. 

By the present arrangement it is provided that the Contracting Companies 
shall establish a Through Mail Service by the above route once each way 
daily (except Sundays), timed to join on to the Mail Trains leaving the 
Euston Terminus for Carlisle at 8.30 p.m., and Carlisle for the Euston 
Terminus at 12.5 a.m., respectively. By this means the Mails are timed to 
reach Belfast at 9.10 a.m. and Londonderry at 11.30 a.m., and the outgoing 
Mail will leave Londonderry at 2.50 p.m. and Belfast at 5 p.m. Thus the 
intervals between the Mails are extended to 3 hours 20 minutes for 
Londonderry and to 7 hours 50 minutes for Belfast. 

The subsidy to he paid to the Contracting Companies is 13,5002. per 
annum, and the Contract is to run for five years from 1st September 1891, 
being terminable on 31st August 1896, or thereafter on 12 months’ notice by 
either party. The Contracting Companies have entered into a bond of 
5,0002. for the due execution of their Contract. 

Existing Contracts are left unaltered, except in the case of that for the 
Steamship Service (which is cancelled), and of that with the Joint Committee, 
which is prolonged so as to terminate at the same date as the present 
Contract. 

Sorting Carriages, ;uid other necessary facilities are provided for ; the usual 
provisions are inserted against sub-letting of the Contract or participation 
therein of Members of Parliament, &c. ; and the usual stipulation is made 
that the Contract is subject to approval by the House of Commons. 

My Lords approve of the Contract.
